interesting Paper Read Before Na- 
tional Academy of Science. 



AVa?!hington, April 21. — The chief 
paper read before the National Acad- 
emy of Science was a description of a 
series of experiments recently con- 
ducted by the Sheffield scientific school 
of Yale to determine if the average 
human being is not eating too much. 
Prof. Russell H. Chittenden, the direc- 
tor of the scho<d who conducted the 
experiments and who read Wednes- 
day’s paper, made the statement that 
the average healthy man eats from two 
to three times as much as he needs to 
keep him in perfect physical and men- 
tal health and vigor. Prof. Chittenden 
said three classes of men were experi- 
mented on, several professors at the 
school, including Prof. Chittenden him- 
self, several students and a squad of 
United States soldiers. There was a 
gradual reduction of meat and other 
proteid foods with little if any in- 
crease in starch and other foods in 
nearly all the tests. No fixed regimeu 
was required in any case, the endeavor 
being to satisfy the appetite of each 
subject. In only one case was meat 
entirely eliminated from the diet. At 
the end of the experiments, which last- 
ed from six months until nearly a year 
and were concluded only a few days 
ago, the entire lot of men who had 
been Prof. Chittenden’s subjects were 
in the best of health. Their weight 
in some cases was almost exactly the 
same as when the experiments were 
l>€gun and in some slightly lower. 
Their bodily vigor v'as greater and 
their strength was much greater, par-

Seoul, April 20. — The Russians aro 
strengthening their fortifications at 
Chiu Tien Cheng with all possible 
haste and are sending in reinforce- 
ments of artiller>f and infantry v.*ith 
the intention of stubbornly contesting 
the exi>ected attempt of the Japanese 
to cross the Yaln river. 

Paris, April 20. — The Figaro Tues- 
day published an interview with Vice 
Adm. Skryloff. who is now in St. Pe- 
tersburg. The admiral is quoted as 
saying: “I believe in offensive tactics. 

It is necessary to push ahead and take 
the initiative, instead of letting the 
enemy keep us in a state of unrest. It 
is e.ssential to keep him in a state of 
unrest. It is necessarj* to invito a 
combat and take chances. Any com- 
batant who awaits his enemy is prac- 
tically at his enemy’s mercy. But ag- 
gressiveness does not mean impru- 
dence. Wisdom must go with bold- 
ness, but it is evident that to be ag- 
gi-essive does not mean the same thing 
for the Russians as for the Jaijanese 
at Port Arthur, since the latter have 
more ships than the former."

New York, April 21. — Blizzard con- 
ditions still prevailed in Central and 
Northern New York state Wetlaesday 
night. At Uyons, N. Y., the storm, 
which began Tuesday night, continued 
Wednesday. It is one of the most se- 
vere of the year. Railroatl traffic is 
delayed and country roads blocke<l. 
Along the shores of Lake Ontario, es- 
pecially in Soflus bay, docks, cottages 
and boat houses have been damaged 
by high water. At Ogdensburg a foot 
of show has fallen and trains are run- 
ning several hours behind their scheil- 
ule. In the lower Adirondacks the 
storm is severe. 

St. Ix)uis. April 21. — The heavy fall 
of snow in St, Louis is not causing any 
suffering among the Filipinos at the 
World’s fair grounds reservation, ac- 
cording to reports from there. As 
soon as the Filipinos saw the snow 
Wednesday they called it ‘‘sugar’’ and 
rushed into it despite the cold. They 
were soon sent back into their quarters 
and locked in-doors to prevent them 
from contracting pneumonia. Stoves 
and warm clothing have been supplied 
to them as well as the members of all 
the other different tribes who are ac- 
customed to warm climates. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 21. — A light 
snow, accompanied by a decided fall 
in the temperature and followed by 
rain, fell in .Northwest Missouri Wed- 
nesday. Throughout Kansas there 
was a heavy rain, an inch of water 
falling. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 21. — Snow to 
the depth of 18 inches is reported from 
the mountain sections in this vicinity. 
In the city three or four inches fell 
and the temperature is below the 
freezing ixjint.

anese ships off Potinsa, near the Gulf 
of Ching Tai Tse, as reirorted to the 
tmperor Wednesday, by Gen. Kuropai- 
kin. Military experts here have long 
regarded that vicinity as the probable 
point of disembarkation of the second 
Japanese expedition. It is not far 
away from Takushan (12 miles to the 
east), and connects by road with Port 
Arthur (UiO miles to the southwest), 
and Feng Huan Cheng (50 miles to tho; 
northwest), where the Russians will 
make their first obstinate resistance. 

Though the Japanese are building 
entrenchments on the Yalu it is be- 
lieved. that they will advance soon. 
The arrangements for a turning move- 
ment are complete and the experts say 
that such a movement could properly 
begin at Takushan, as Feng Huan 
Cheng lies at an angle of an equilat- 
eral triangle with Taku Chuan and the 
Yalu as bases. 

The Japanese disembarkation will 
undoubtedly he covered by a warship 
and the Russians recognize that it will 
be impossible to prevent it. 

“We will strike after they have land- 
ed,” grimly said a member of the gen 
eral staff. 

Gen. Kuropatkin is aware of the 
strategic imi>ortance of the vicinity of 
Takushan and it is understood that he 
has made ' his arrangements accord- 
ingly. 

Gen. Kuropatkin has sent the follow- 
ing telegram to the emi>eror: 

‘‘Gen. Kashtalinsky reports as fol- 
lows on April 19: ‘All is quiet on tho 

Yalu. The Japanese are throwing up 
entrenchments opix)site Colusty and 
further to the north. 

“ ‘The numbers of Japanese troop.s 
are increasing. They are concentrat- 
ing at Wiju and spreading toward the 
nor h along the Yalu. 

“ ‘Cossack sentinels have observed 
the lights of Japanese transports near 
Ching Tai Tse. opposite the village of 
Potansa. 25 versts west of Tatun&Kau. 
The vessels were anchored at a dis- 
tance of 50 versts from the shore. 

“ ‘According to dispatches from Gen. 
Mistchenko, Japanese? ships were also 
seen near Sou Chou.’” 

Paris. April 21. — The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Journal says a 
friend of Gen. Kuropatkin has receiv- 
ed a letter from him in which the gen- 
eral says he intends to await the ar- 
rival of another hundred thousand men 
before risking a battle with the Japan- 
ese.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS, 



Total Number of Casualties During 
Three Months Were 14,485. 



Washington, April 21. — The inter- 
state commerce commission Wednes- 
day is.sued a report showing that in the 
United States during October, Novem- 
ber and December last the total num- 
ber of railroad casualties aggregated 
14,485, a decrease of 702 as compared 
with the preceding quarter. There 
were killed 175 passengers and 991 em- 
ployes. and 1,937 passengers and 11,382 
employes were injured. The damage 
by these accidents to cars, engines and 
roadways amounted to $2,527,000, a de- 
crease of $57,348. 



THE TORONTO FIRE 



Most Conservative Estimates Place the 
Loss at $12,000,000. 



Toronto, Ont., April 21. — The total 
loss by the fire which destroyed the 
wholesale district of Toronto Tuesday 
night will, according to the most con- 
servative estimates, reach $12,000,000; 
the total insurance is- $8,360,000, The 
area swept by the fire embraces 14 
acres and from 5,000 to 7,000 persons 
are thrown out of employment. The 
work of tearing dowm the dangerous 
walls was begun Wednesday afternoon. 

In the entire burned district the only 
walls that appear to stand intact are 
those of the W. R. Brock & Co. build- 
ing. The city council Wednesday aft- 
ernoon placed all public buildings and 
ihe exhibition grounds at the disposal 
of the fire sufferers; amended the fire 
regulations to allow of the erection ol 
temporary structures and appointed a 
committee to wait on the legislature 
and secure an act ordering all wires 
underground.

Investijration Before Senate Com- 
mittee Reopened. 

Brigham H. Roberts Says He Regards 

His Mora Jbligation to His Wives 
as Greater Than the Laws 
of God or Man. 

W’^ashington. April 21.— W’ith the re- 
opening of the investigation in the 
Reed Smoot case before the sena’te 
committee on privileges and elections, 
the prosecution devoted considerable 
time to drawing from Brigham H. Rob- 
erts the character of the oaths which 
are said to be nece.ssary for a Mormon 
official to take in order to have the 
support of the church for political of- 
fice. Members of the committee show- 
ed an equal interest in the obligations 
which are said to be taken by Mor- 
mons who “go through the endowment 
house.” Along both lines' much evi- 
dence was brought out. It was shown 
by Mr. Roberts’ testimony that with- 
out tbe consent of the Mormon church 
he failed of election to a seat in con- 
gress and later with church recogni- 
tion of his candidacy he was elected. 
In relation to the endowment house ob- 
ligation Mr. Roberts was extremely 
reticent. He said that the sacredness 
of the ceremony was such that he 
could not reveal it to the world and 
that if he did so he would lose caste 
with the church as having betrayed a 
trust. 

Portions of the testimony given by 
Mr. Roberts, especially in regard to 
his reasons for snaintaining polyga- 
mous cohabitation with his plural 
wives, was almost a duplication of the 
testimony given by other polygamists 
who have been on the stand. He said 
he regarded the laws of God as higher 
than the laws of the land and that his 
moral obligation to his wives was 
greater than both the laws of God and 
man. 

Edward E. Barthell, of Nashville, 
Tenn.. testified in regard to literature 
of the Mormon church. 

GRAVE HEADSTONES.

They Will Be Sent to Relatives of the 

Missouri Explosion Victims. 

Washington, April 21. — The bureau 
of navigation has forwarded to the 
next of kin of all enlisted men who 
were killed in the Missouri accident 
and whose remains have been sent 
from Pensacola to the places designat- 
ed by their relations, a blank form of 
a request for the headstones which are 
furuished on application to the quar- 
termaster general, U. S. A., to mark 
the graves of sailors or marines bur- 
ied in private cemeteries. The head- 
stones are of the best American white 
marble, 37 inches long. 12 inches wide 
and four inches thick, the top slightly 
rounded and the portion of the stone 
above ground sandrubbed. Each head- 
stone is in.scribed with the name and 
rating of the decesaed cut in relief 
with a sunken shield. The headstones 
will be shipped, freight ptepaid, by the 
government to the railroad station or 
steamboat landing nearest the resi- 
dence of the next of kin, with the un- 
derstanding that they will be receive<l 
and set at private expense. 

A WIFE MURDERER. 

He Can Not Become Beneficiary of In- 
surance on His Wife. 

Springfield, 111., April 21. — In the 
case of the supreme lodge, Knigfts 
and I^adies of Honor, the state su 
prerae court Wednesday entered a de- 
cision to the effect that a husband can 
not become the beneficiary of life in- 
suranoe carried on the life of his wife, 
if he has murdered her. The Knights 
and l.adies of Honor contested the 
payment of a thousand dollars’ life in- 
surance policy in favor of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Menkhausen, decesaed, on the 
ground that her husband had been com 
victed of her murder. 

A MINE FLOODED. 

One Hundred Miners Had a Narrow 
Escape From Drowning. 

Carbcndale, 111., April 21. — The old 
Equitv coal mine was flooded 'SV'ednes- 
day b3^ muskrats burrowing around the 
shaft and the bank of the Saline river, 
and 100 m.iners had a narrow escape 
from drowning. The men were at work 
when the alarm was given that water 
wa.s pouring into the mine. Immedi- 
ately they crowded into the hoists and 
bj' the time the last men were taken 
out they were standing in water up 
to their necks. It is estimated that it 
will take nearly a week to pump the 
mine out. 

Certificates of Honorable Service. 

Washington, April 21. — Responding 
to a resolution of inquiry, the secre- 
tary of war Wednesday sent to the 
.senate a list showing that certificates 
of honorable service had been issued 
to 186 persons who served the United 
States as telegraph operators during 
the war. Their average pay was $76 
a month.

A Horror Connected With the Strik# 
Was the Cremation of Two 
Women and Four Children 
in Their Home. 



Somer-.et, Pa., April 20. — An out 
break even more disastrous thaji the 
riot at Boswell last January has been 
hourly e.xpected at the town of Gar- 
rett, the scene of the mining opera- 
tions of the Garrett Coal Co., the Som- 
erset Coal Co. and other lesser opera- 
tions. 

Trouble has been brewing there ever 
since the inauguration of the miners* 
strike five montlis ago. A number of 
the striking miners at Garrett own 
homes there, but recently the Garrett 
Coal Co. erected a number of houses 
and the bringing in of now men to oc- 
cupy those houses and take the places 
of the workers in the mines has work- 
ed the latter up to a high state of ex- 
citement and resentment, and for the 
last few days the town has been a ver- 
itable mine of indignation. The strik- 
ers have been parading the streets 
openly armed, and they have prevent- 
ed the moving of the household goods 
of incoming miners from the railroad 
station to the new company houses. 

A horror that may or may not bo 
connected with the strike situation at 
Garrett was the burning to death of 
two women and four children in their 
home at that place between the hours 
of 2 and 3 o'clock Tuesday, morning. 
The victims were Mrs. Rosanna Mey- 
ers, her two daughters, Lucinda and 
Annie, aged 30 and 8 years respective- 
ly, and her son, aged 5 years, Tha 
two other victims were young chil- 
dren of Lucinda. The house was a 
one and one-half story log building and 
the women and children were sleeping 
in the upper story. The origin of tho 
fire is unknown, but rumor connects it 
with the troubles growing out of the 
miners’ strike. Evidence of the fire 
was discovered on the interior of the 
building while it was burning, Meyers 
was a miner, and until recently work- 
ed for the Somerset Coal Co. Irately 
bo has not been working, and it is said 
he has been supported by the miners’ 
Tinion. The strikers lay the origin of 
the fire to a number of Italians who 
are working for the Garrett Coal Co., 
but what motive the foreigners could 
have for such a crime has not devel- 
oped. 

Strikers armed with Winchester ri- 
fles paraded the streets Tuesday. They 
say this demonstration is to prevent 
fhc Italians from Jeaving the commu- 
nity before the coroner’s inquiry has 
been completed. They say that in do- 
ing this they are acting under the !u- 
itruotions of the township constable. 

When Sheriff Coleman reached Gar- 
rett Tuc 5 day evening with his deputies 
ho found no alarming condition of af- 
fairs, though the people gathered in 
large numbers about the station, hav- 
in.g learned that he was coming. Tho 
.sheriffs first work w’as to arrest two 
Italians, who were charged with set- 
ting fire to the Meyers house. 'I’lio 
only evidence thus far against the two 
Italians was a statement made by 
.Meyers in which he alleges that they 
railed at his hou.se several days ago 
to hay some butter, and that when 
told that Meyers would not sell butter 
to scabs, they left, swearing ven- 
grance. The idea that the Italians 
committed this crime has taken hold 
of the people of Garrett pretty gener- 
ally and the feeling against them is 
running high, but there are those who 
look upon the charge against the Ital- 
ians as a move on the pan of the strik- 
ers to get rid of the foreigners who 
have taken their places in the mines.

It -will be worth all the self-denial 
that one may practice for seA’eral j’ears 
to see the World’s Fair of iy04 at St. 
Louis. Money sa\’ed, earned or bor- 
rowed cannot be better spent than in 
getting acquainted with the Avorld’s 
progress as revealed at this' latest and 
greatest of expositions. All of us can- 
not travel around the world to take 
note of what the nations are doing, 
but the nations from all around the 
world desire us to know and have sent 
their best works to St. Louis to be 
placed on display. 

Within the two square miles of the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition at St. 
Louis there is more to be seen than 
ever was brought together in ten times 
the space before.

All countries of the Avorid in Avhich art 
has made noteAvorihy progress are rep- 
resented. The group of buildings 
which house this magnificent display 
represents an expenditure of more than 
$1,000,000. The group is situated upon 
high ground south of Festival hall. 
The Festival hall is the center piece of 
a rich architectui-al work crowning the 
hill which rises above the Grand Basin 
and upon whose slopes are the Cascades 
and gardens. Here another million 
dollars has been expended to" produce 
a decoration that will distinguish this 
exposition from all others.

In size, <HDv.eTrng 15 acres. One may 
only hint at the wonders it contains. 
The historical exhibit of locomotives is 
one of the features. It shows the de- 
velopment of 75 jears in locomotiA’e 
construction. Strange indeeti is the 
person whe is not yet impressed with 
these evidences of man’s long struggle 
with the problem of rail transportation, 
the most civilizing of modern influ- 
ences, next to the newspaper, which 
must always stand first. To describe in 
detail this exhibit would be a long story 
in itself. ’The exhibit is made com- 
plete by the installation of the largest 
locomotive ever built and by some 
magnificent imported locomotives. \Vc 
cannot leaA’e the Paiace of Transporta- 
tion without a reference to the great 
automobile show, the motor boats and 
other water craft, and the great car- 
j riage display.

We cyoss the tegoon to the eastward 
' and come to the beautiful Palace of 
Electricity, with eight acres of exhib- 
! Its from many countries which shoM-

. trical seieni'C. To the north again over 
; one of the arclievl bridges we approach 
j the Palace of Varied Indusiries. vie"w- 
i Ing its wonderful grace and splendor 
: as Ave go. Here are 14 acres of ex- 
, hibits from all over the world. The 
Palace of Manufactures is the same 
j size and stands on the opposite siue of 
i the Plaza of St. Louis. It is equally 
j interesting in the \*ariety and newness 
I of its contents. Here again the nations . 
.of the world and the manufacturers! 
j from all parts of the United States dis- 
: play their best products. 

I Opposite the Palace of Manufacture 
I to the southward is the Palace of Edu- 
cation. this being the first time that 
education has been allotted a great 
building all its own. A variety of 
schools in daily session are the feature 
Df this eight-acre display. The two ex- 
hibit buildings in the eastern part of 
the main group are Mines and Metal- i 
iurgy and Liberal Arts. The Depart- j 
meat of Mines and Metallurgy has a i 
12-acre outdoor display lir addition to i 
the Dine acres under roof. j 



be held; the Aerial concourse where 
the airship and balloon contests, hav- 
ing prizes aggregating $200,000, will take 
place; the anthropologj' exhibit; the 
40 or more state buildings; the outdoor 
exhibits of the departments of agri- 
culture and horticulture, covering 
many acres; the Palace of Horticulture, 
400 by 800 feet, containing the largest 
exhibits of horticulture eA'er brought 
together; the beautiful Temple of Fra- 
ternity; the magnificent buildings 
erected by foreign nations; the great 
Inside inn, where 6,000 guests may find 
accommodation at rates from $1.50 to 
$5.00 per day; the extensive live stock 
pavilion; the great landscape clock 
made of flower.s, 112 feet in diameter, 
and glAing the correct linTe of day; 
the intramural railwaj', which gives a 
seven-mile ride for a isingle fare, and 
many other things of interest to vis- 
itors. 

I Even to the timid traveler St. Louis 
! presents no complications. It is all as 
j plain as a b c Avhen once you get your 
j bearings. The .streets ail run east and 
i west or north and south with rarely a 
I confusing diagonal. Market street and 
I its western extension. Laclede avenue, 

' are the dividing line Avhich separates 
I the northern and southern sections of 
; the rity. All streets north and south 
i from Market begin their numbering at 
: Market, so that No. 2u24 Somli Broad- 
j way. for example, would be 20 blocks 
south from Market street. All east and 
west streets begin their ntimbers at the 
j '^lississippi river, so that No. 3120 would 
j bp 31 blocks west of the river. Some- 
times in a long block 200 numbers are 
j allowed. 

1 AH trains into T.,ouis arrive at 
j Union station, one of the finest rail- 
{ road terminals in the world. The sta- 
I tion is on the south side of !Market 
street between Eighteenth and Twenti- 
et’n streets, so that when the visitor 
emerges from the station he finds him- 
self at the beginning of the city num- 
bering both north and touth and 18 
blocks from the river. 

Standing on Market street with his 
back to the station the downtOAvn or 
main business section of the city is to 
his right about one mile.
